Talking back

“Because | said so!” 


That was always my mother’s final argument in every debate, from why | couldn’t stay 
out late on a Friday night to why | had to wear overshoes, despite the fact that they made 
me look like the village idiot most villagers assumed me to be. Come to think of it, it was 
father’s final word on most subjects too, although, pragmatist that his was, he was likely 
to add:““And I’m a damn sight bigger than you are.” 


Shaded in nostalgia as they are, they are words that can still bring a smile when recalled 
in loving memory. Until, that is, you find them on the lips of your duly elected govern- 
ment. 


And reading between the lines, that’s precisely the justification the federal government 
is using to appeal the Ontario divisional court ruling last July that struck down legislative 
impediments to same-sex marriage, ruling that such impediments violated the rights of 
gays and lesbians under Canada’s Charter of Rights. Now, to be clear, Prime Minister Jean 
Chrétien has not stood up in Parliament (or even the gay bar in Shawinigan, for that 
matter) and announced that same-sex couples can’t marry because he said so, or even 
words to that effect. 


But reading between the lines in the arguments the government has put forward in 
their appeal, it’s much the same effect—and according to published reports, the Canadian 
taxpayer (that’s you and me, bucko, in case you've lost track) anted up a cool $320,000 
for these arguments, paid to more than a dozen academics. 


Boiled down to their essence, what those arguments seem to be saying is that the insti- 
tution of marriage should be limited to opposite-sex couples—insert drum roll 
here—because it has always been an institution for opposite-sex couples. 


If it weren’t so sad, it would be ludicrous. Particularly when you start to extrapolate 
this kind of logic into other issues. 


So what if the British House of Lords ruled that women were, in fact, people, back in 
the days of Nellie McClung and her ilk, for instance. 


Up until then, women had been considered an inferior species, so despite the fact that

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it was massively unfair and patently ridiculous, we should have continued to treat them as 
inferior specimens. 


You may have come a long way, baby, but it’s time to get out of the boardroom, kick off 
those shoes and get back in the kitchen ‘til it’s time to drop another baby. 


While we are on the subject of the ‘Persons’ case, am | the only one around who has 
wondered just what the response would have been if the government of the day had 
followed up the House of Lords’ ruling with the decision to hold a series of public 
hearings on whether or not women should indeed be considered persons here in 
Canada? 


Further, would such hearings have drawn the same kind of whackos—religious zealots 
and members of whatever political aberration was grappling for the lowest common 
denominator currently tapped by the Alliance movement—that seem to be coming out 
of the woodwork to offer dire warnings that the end of the world will be at hand the day 
Adam and Steve pick up their marriage license? 


Small wonder that Wayne Samuelson, head of Ontario’s labour federation (and, coinci- 
dentally, the father of three daughters—two straight and one lesbian) lost his cool after 
hearing presentations at the Toronto edition of the Senate’s same-sex roadshow currently 
touring Canada. 


In various presentations, homosexuality had apparently been linked to pedophilia, 
bestiality and mental illness, before Jim Enos of the Hamilton-Wentworth Family Action 
Council weighed in with the warning that: “Homosexuality will bring eternal damnation 
of the soul and no human rights tribunal will ever change that.’ 


While one might wish that Mr. Samuelson had suggested that Mr. Enos leave it all to 
God to sort out, one still has to be impressed with what the by now clearly enraged 
father did manage to say. 


“lm insulted to hear suggestions that my daughter must suffer from STDs or binge 
drinking because she is gay,’ Samuelson said. “In all my years of public policy discussion, 
| have never seen these kinds of incredibly destructive comments allowed.” 


Obviously, Mr. Samuelson is a neophyte in this particular battlefield. 


We in the gay community know that, when 
it comes to discourse with the. right wing, 
“Because | said so,’ is second only to 
“Because God said so,” as a justification for 
oppresion.

Regina. The very mention of this fine city on the Prairies conjures images of fun, 
glamour and elegance in the minds of gay men everywhere. As if. But, it was worth 
a try. In reality, Regina sounds an awful lot like something most gay boys avoid—and 
you know what I’m talking about.

Gays, Bisexuals, and Lesbians at the 
University of Regina is a campus-based club 
that does just that. Although the club has had varying degrees of visibility since its 
inception about five years ago, GBLUR has not been overly active in the past two. 


That all changed in late 2002, when a new club executive decided to get the ball 
rolling once again. Tim Smith, current club president, is pleased with their progress 
thus far. 


But it has been a challenge for GBLUR to be noticed once again. “A lot of people 
are surprised to learn that the group exists,” says Secretary Treasurer David Geiss. 
“You have to let straight people know about it, but also the gay people know that 
there are other people like them on campus. They're not alone.” 


At the current time, GBLUR has about seventy-five members on its mailing list. 
This is relatively few, given the 11,000 plus students at the U of R. But Smith says 
the number is increasing. 

“I’ve had a few people drop by the GBLUR office [this semester],” he says. “They 
come in and check things out and now some of them are regular attendees at our 
meetings.” 

On March |, GBLUR organized a first-of-its-kind event at the U of R: Divas at the 
Owl, a night of drag king and queen entertainment, was held at the campus bar. 


The turnout for the event was much higher than anticipated. Before the show, 
GBLUR sold about 100 tickets in the hallways around campus. “We also gave about 
100 tickets to GBLUR members to sell,’ says Smith. “So, we expected about 200 
people to show up.” 


To the club’s surprise, more than 450 people showed up for some gender-bending 
fun. “I think [the bar] was about seven tickets away from capacity,’ he adds. “The 
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night went off without 
incident. Everyone I’ve ever 
talked to says it was a blast. 
They ask, “When's the next 
one?’”. 


At present, GBLUR has 
made plans to hold a 
follow-up to Divas at the 
Owl in early September. 


The show was also a huge 
fundraiser for the normally 
cash-strapped organization. 
With over $2000 in profits, 
GBLUR has many plans for 
the future. Shortly after the 
March | show, GBLUR donated 
over $600 to local GLBT and 
GLBT-friendly groups.

The club has also recently acquired a grant from the Students’ Union to purchase 
GLBT books and magazines. “Then people don’t have to go to a library and take out 
books,” Smith says. “It’s quite private in [the GBLUR office], and we always under- 
stand about confidentiality issues.” 


Geiss agrees with Smith that one of the club’s primary benefits is “... having people 
to hang out with who'll know what the hell you’re talking about”.

Ah, decisions decisions. When you have a new home to define as your own, the possi- 
bilities are endless. This is particularly true with the Orange Lofts, a development recently 
completed in Calgary's up-and-coming downtown East Village. Raw and spare, from polished 
concrete floors to soaring windows they are urbanism exemplified, the ultimate blank slate. 
Now, imagine a situation where one of these blank slates belongs to an interior 
designer—would that be classified as a matter of ‘nightmare’ or ‘nirvana’? 


Fortunately for Dean Debienne, an award-winning production designer who works for 
the firm Sizeland Evans Interior Design Inc., the latter is closer to the truth. As one of the 
first buyers to sign on with the project, Debienne has had almost two years to consider 
both the limitations and advantages of tackling such a spartan and modern space. For the 
young designer, the limitless possibilities presented by his new home are not as much about 

trend as they are about personal 


style. 
“Im going to have my furniture 
‘tf! S@@ and other things in here for a long 


time, so | wanted something 
timeless,’ he says of his interior 
selections. To this end, much of 


Debienne’s furniture is “traditionally 
modern”, featuring a lot of dark, rich 
woods and a deep, neutral base 
palette of greys. Several large-scale pieces (armoire, dining table) have been custom-built by 
his father to complement the clean lines of the other furniture Debienne the Younger has 
acquired over the years. Mid-century masters Charles Eames and Eileen Gray are both 
cited as aesthetic inspirations. 


“At this point I’m planning to keep the rest of the space fairly neutral,’ Debienne says, 
“then leaning towards bringing in some richer deep reds through pillows, throws and acces- 
sories.” 


Despite an almost daily bombardment of new products, materials and colours in his 
professional life, Debienne manages to keep his sights firmly set on what is right for him. 


“Being exposed to so much, it can be difficult to limit the choices to what | want in my 
» own space and what | find livable,” he admits. 
“I’m always seeing new things and going 
“Wow, that’s fantastic!’ but then | also have to 
ask myself ‘Can | live with that?’”. 


One of the elements Debienne knows he 
could not live without is built-in storage, 
which will help bring a bit more ‘function’ to 
the ‘form’ of the open-plan space. To this 
end, closets have been designed for the 
upper loft bedroom and a workstation 
devised for the area below the stairs. A 
special kitchen/dining/entertainment island 
has also been commissioned for the transi- 
tional kitchen and living area, complete with 
a polished concrete top that references the 
material that runs throughout the first floor.

Although he has had a head start in determining the look of his condo, Debienne stresse 
that, like any good home, his will be a work in

17th Pride festival: colour 
socials add to rainbow

Winnipeg’s Pride Week festivities will get underway 
May 30, culminating in the annual parade, festival 
concert in Memorial Park, as well as evening dance 
socials and cabarets at Le Rendezvous and the Empire 
Cabaret, respectively. 


As a prelude event, Friday May 29 will see the official 
raising of the rainbow flag at Winnipeg’s City Hall and 
Pride Committee Chair Dennis Trochim tells Outlooks 
that, this year, Mayor Glen Murray will be present. 
When the event was inaugurated last year he was 
away from town on business. “He will definitely be 
there and making a speech,” says Trochim, a local 
playwright and manager of Happenings Social Club.

parade will have the theme Sin-ergy. Trochim says 

the event, which attracts over 1,000 attendees, has moved away from being a tradi- 
tional social and now has more of a circuit party atmosphere, with lots of energy, loud 
techno music and reverberating beats. 


If you prefer a slightly quieter, more laid-back style, then you likely want to choose 
the less frantic atmosphere at the Empire Cabaret. It will feature a masquerade 
theme this year and the cabaret, with a focus on live entertainers, will likely draw 
more lesbians than gay men as it has in past years. It’s also popular with those whose 
eardrums can no longer handle the wild beat at Le Rendezvous. “Even | feel totally 
exhausted after a night there,” laughs chairperson Trochim.

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This year’s Pride will last ten days and is 
expected to attract at least 10,000 participants 
to all its events. They include a volleyball 
tournament as well as an art show at a venue 
near the University of Winnipeg, designed to 
showcase new talent in the GLBT community. 
Also planned is an exhibition at the Centennial 
Library in downtown Winnipeg. It will depict 
the history of the GLBT community here, as 
well as showing past Pride festivals. This year’s 
event is the seventeenth continuous Pride 
celebration. 


This year’s theme is All Together Possible and 
the idea is to show that great advances have 
been made in GLBT rights and in public recog- 
nition since the first Pride event in 1987. 
These advances both in law and social 
acceptance have been won only by 
everyone cooperating to make them 
happen. Pride committee officials say the 
theme is intended to honour all those who worked together to achieve these goals.

The Winnipeg festival usually just breaks even financially. The socials make a profit 
but just organizing the post-parade events in Memorial Park costs around $9,000. 
“Insurance for special events like this has jumped dramatically in the wake of the 
terrorists attacks and we have a lot of other expenses,” says Trochim. “ We are 
looking at ways we can raise funds year ‘round rather from just the socials. The 
concert in Memorial Park costs a lot, but basically 
has no income other than a few hundred dollars 
from renting tables to businesses and organiza- 
tions.” 


Last year, the committee brought in internation- 
__ally known singer and three-time Juno award- 
\ winner Carole Pope, but the decision this year is to 

\ focus on good quality local groups and entertainers. 
Vt help with the financial anemia, Trochim would 
also like to see increased corporate sponsorship. 
Molson Breweries, Lamda members and Cruiseline 
are giving support this year and there were several 
corporate donors last year, including Air Canada. 
Trochim says most national companies funnel their 
sponsorship to larger Pride events such 
as the one in Toronto, which attracts 
hundreds of thousands of people. The 
bottom line is that the Winnipeg event 
just isn’t big enough to attract large 
sponsorships and Trochim would like to see that change.

The organizing committee offers a Pride Partnership Program to sponsoring 
businesses. Each sponsorship package is designed to satisfy community investment 
goals as well as sales and marketing objectives. 


This year the committee has tried to fatten the thin pot of gold at the end of the 
Pride Festival rainbow by staging three “colour socials”, with the themes “Red Hot 
and Bothered”, “Mood Indigo” and a final one called “All That Glitters Is Not Gold”. 
They are intended as fundraisers for the committee’s work and have met with 
moderate success. Two of the socials have already been held, but the final one—’All 
that Glitters...”—will be May 29 at the nightclub Kairo. It will be a dance and 
performance extravaganza with profits going to help 
pay for the free concert in Memorial Park on June 9.

“We definitely need more corporate 
sponsors but we also need a year ‘round 
effort to increase our funding base 
because costs keep rising. Most people 
agree that this event really helps the 
visibility of the GLBT community and that 
it’s important to keep it going and growing.

Good music, bad boy

After a series of odd encounters three 
years ago, the man who has been described as 
_ “Cape Breton’s most notorious fiddler” is 
back on the scene again. 


And just what does Ashley Maclsaac have to 
_. say about his three years out of the limelight? 


Not much. 


In fact, he prefers to talk about... well, 
| almost anything else, actually. 


The twenty-eight-year-old has just released 
a new, self-titled CD. Although the disc and 
- accompanying press photos portray him as 
being a bit more clean-cut than before, 
Maclsaac says not all that much has changed. 


“New look, same goal. You know, trying to 
sell myself and my music. It’s the same thing as 
usual,” he stresses. 


When asked about his tarnished image from 
a few years back, an image caused by such 
things as flashing the cameras in his kilt on Late 
Night with Conan O’Brien, his premature release from 
the A&M record label contract and his declaration of 

personal bankruptcy, Maclsaac becomes defensive: 


Maritime musical bad-boy 
Ashley Maclsaac 


“You don’t have to get hit in the head with a brick to think it’s good music. You like it 
or you don't. As far as the rest of the stuff goes, if | get asked questions...[and] the brick 
sh***house is where the conversation leads to, where it’s negative and inconsequential to 
whatever the record is about...then that happens around me because I’m free to being 
open.” 


Maclsaac continues, “I got a major record label again...and if people will buy it, great.” 
The frank, free-spirited musician is passionate about a variety of subjects. 


In Captain America,a song on Maclsaac’s new CD, he sings, ““Oh boy, | love America. The 
home of the brave.” 


“Shore is, isn’t it?” he says when asked about the lyrics. “When | wrote the song | think 
| might have had a little, tiny hint of irony in there.” 


The irony, he says, stems from another of the song’s lyrics that suggests the chocolate 
eclair is a symbol of Canadian identity. 


“Canada has more of a mystery about itself than America.” 


For the past three years, Maclsaac has been in a relationship with a Russian man. The 
couple now live together in Toronto. As a result, Russian culture and pop music have 
begun to influence Maclsaac’s own artistic endeavours. 


“| listen to a lot of radio stations from the Internet. I'll be listening to it...and saying 
‘Is it cool enough? Is it original enough? Does it not sound American enough? Does it 
sound American enough?’” 


House of Real Estate 
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Track number five on the new album is directly influenced by Russian pop music. “| put 
my own lyrics to it. [But] that’s directly from something that was on the radio there.” 


Maclsaac says being gay is “the most important thing that there is for me. It’s the shift 
key, it’s the enter key, it’s the delete key. It’s all of the above.” 


Growing up in Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, wasn’t easy for a gay boy. “The teaching | 
grew up with was one of a Catholic family and a Catholic community—and confession 
and things that don’t lead to anything but detriment for children. [Myself] being one of 
them who was deterred from many things...as a gay child in a [world that wasn’t tolerant 
of gays].” 

But Maclsaac thinks that the situation is better for gay and lesbian kids in Cape Breton 
and elsewhere in Canada and “the civilized cultures that have the Internet. But, it’s not 
gonna change in small village communities in any part of the world. There'll still be 
attitude adjustments necessary for maybe decades or hundreds of years.” 


This is especially true in “places that have a strong Christian morality, like out west.” 


He also considers Stockwell Day, the Alberta Legislature and the Canadian Alliance 
examples of things that “are ruining the mentality of their kids and their grandkids who 
are growing up thinking to be far-right Christian is a good thing. That's why | come [out 
west] to play; to freak people out, at this point. | play my music and do a professional gig 
...And then if [people] leave and had a good time they can say, ‘Well, why was | freaked 
out in the first place?” 


Maclsaac believes his music is “worthy of anybody's religion or sexuality or ethnic 
background.” 


Currently touring once again, Maclsaac can be seen at various venues throughout the 
nation in the coming months. W

Title: Disco Fever 
From: Universal Music 
Released: 2002 


Call me a big fag but | truly believe 
that disco is the theme music of home 
renovation projects—and if it isn’t 
official then it should be. (L.A. punk rock 
circa 1982 is perfect for demolition work 
but when it comes to actually creating 
something, disco is the way to go.) 
Recently, as | was about to embark on a 
major home improvement project, | 
decided that the hodge-podge of vinyl, 
mix tapes and CDs purchased at various 
Roger’s Pass gas stations just wouldn't 
cut it. No, the living room facelift would 
require something far more glamourous 
for the task at hand; a winter’s worth of 
cabin fever and HGTV viewing had 
“inspired” me to install a brick wall along 
sixteen feet of my main space—no easy 
feat. | was not daunted, however, 
because there’s just something about up- 
tempo, mindless music that make any 
task seem far less arduous. 


After collecting all that | would need 
from the brickworks, | headed to A&B 
Sound in search of the ultimate disco 


CD. And | found it. For young ‘uns and 
old queens alike, Disco Fever is a fantastic 
collection of songs guaranteed to get 
anyone from A to Z in a home renova- 
tion project. Recorded on two disks and 
housed in a fluorescent pink case (a 
beacon of fabulousness among the blacks 
and greys favoured for CD covers by 
most of today’s artists) this compilation 
not only captures the music of a disco 
but the feel of one as well. The cuts are 
structured as though being played by a 
DJ: a run of favourites; a few slow songs 
to grab some ass or get drinks; a crowd- 
pleaser or two; then a few more slow 
songs. The result is a disco of absolute 
authenticity right in your very own 
home—which is a good thing when your 
domicile looks like Chemical Ali’s place 
on the afternoon of April 5. 


The other major point in favour with 
Disco Fever is song selection. To be sure, 
all the must-haves and classics are here (I 
Will Survive, We Are Family, YMCA, It’s 
Raining Men, Disco Inferno); however, so 
too are the not-so-classics (Young 
Hearts Run Free, If | Can’t Have You, 
Daddy Cool) and even some of the 
fabulously obscure. Take, for example, 
Odyssey’s Going Back to My Roots, Can 
You Feel the Force by The Real Thing or 
Tina Charles’ | Love to Love (“I love to 
love, but my baby just loves to 
dance’”—Hey, Tina, move on: your 
boyfriend sounds like a big homo!). 


Even though the living room is done, | 
am now actually planning other renos 
based on disco CD purchases. And, true 
to expectation, the kind of brick laying 
that would kill an Egyptian slave did not 
seem so difficult when underscored by 


bass, trumpet, tambourine and 
keyboard... not to mention the wail of 
divas. In my search | came across many 


great compilations, but Disco Fever will 
remain my first and best choice. If you’re 
looking to start or build your disco CD 
collection, or even need inspiration to 
get all Designer Guys on your place, this is 
the collection to do it with.

In Canada, we're leading the 
Americans and moving closer towards the 
legal recognition of gay relationships. It doesn’t matter if we call it marriage or come up 
with a special name for same-sex unions, one thing is for sure: the honeymoon is going 
to be really important. After all, it’s been a long time coming! We will likely invent a 
fashionable name like “The Morning After Jet-away” or some such thing, just to put a 


different—and gay—stamp on it! No matter what the term, a romantic post-nuptials spot — 


will be the order of the day and | cannot imagine a better-suited getaway than Russian 
River. This small resort town witha distinctive gay flair is nestled in the beautiful natural 
surroundings of Redwood Country amongst the Northern California Sonoma 
Vineyards—even the Korbel champagne winery is right there to help you celebrate your 
new union with a toast! 


The Russian River tourist region is centred around the small, unhurried town of 
Guernville, California, which is very easy to find after just under a two-hour drive from 
San Francisco airport. This gay holiday destination has remained unspoiled for the last 
decade and, despite the abundance of the gay dollar, it has not been over commercialized 
(as is often the case with other popular gay summer resorts). The reason for this is a 
local bylaw that doesn’t allow any new businesses to locate here unless they assume an 
existing location. Also, every business must be independent—no franchises or chain 
stores are allowed.

From small B&Bs and cozy motels to private resorts and large estates that lead down to 
the River, the variety and budget scale is vast. My favourite is the Russian River Resort, 
which features twenty-three deluxe guest rooms, a large swimming pool, sundecks, an 
intimate bar, piano lounge and excellent restaurant. The atmosphere is friendly and the 
prices begin at USD$70 per night, depending on the time of year and day of the week. 
Some of the rooms have wood-burning stoves for that extra touch of romance. Here 
you'll find locals and tourists spending time together in a comfortable, relaxed 
setting. If you're travelling with a pet dog then this is the place for you—it is so 
dog friendly that the snack vending machine includes canine treats! It truly feels 
. like a home away from home. 


Located on the river is a very large complex called Fifes Guest Ranch, which 
claims the title “The Nation’s Largest Gay Resort”. With fifty country cabins 
and nearly 100 campsites, a restaurant, bar, pool, sundecks and gym, this is a 
resort with plenty of 
action.

Psst Hugh’s doing Peter!

Aussie actor Hugh Jackman knows all 
about animal attraction. As Wolverine, the 
troubled mutant of X-Men and its sequel 
X2, he has attracted an international fan 
base of men as well as women. 


With no shortage of hair on his head, 
face, chest and legs, Jackman is a rarity in 
Hollywood, where actors spend as much 
time waxing their bodies as they do 
memorizing lines. 


“| have found that the older a person is 
the more they like hairy men, so my fan 
base is skewed a bit older,’ says Jackman, 
adding that “all the hair on Wolverine in X2 
is mine. 

“For the first movie, | arrived on the set 
in Toronto with no time to grow it myself. © 
“| had been starring in Oklahoma! in 
London, so they had to add hair extensions 
and make me some facial hair. It was hilar- 
ious when I'd wash up after a day on the set and go out 
anywhere. | looked like | belonged in the “60s.” 


Australian actor Hugh 
Jackman 


The 1960s is where Jackman is going to find himself, come October: he will be the 
star of the Broadway musical The Boy From Oz about the flamboyant life and death 
of Australian singer, composer and pianist Peter Allen. 


Allen was born in New South Wales on February 10, 1944. By the time he was a 
teenager, he was touring Asia as a musical performer. He was spotted by Judy 
Garland, who brought him to New York and turned him into the opening act for her 
concerts. 


She also married him off to her daughter Liza Minelli in 1967. The pair remained 
married until 1972 when it became clear to one and all that Allen was gay. 


He would die of complications from AIDS in 1992 at the age of forty-eight. 
There are those who feel Jackman is making a serious mistake taking on this 
project and the role just when his career is in hyperdrive. 
“The Boy From Oz is the first Australian musical to make it to Broadway and | see 
oa. it as a great honour to be 
asked to headline it,” he 
says. 


As far as playing a gay 
character is concerned, 
Jackman is more amused 
than wary: 

“It’s definitely going to 
be a shock for fans of the 
X-Men movies if they 
come to the _ play 
expecting to see some 
incarnation of 
Wolverine—l’ll be up 
there in gold lamé pants

kissing guys right and left!” 


He estimates there are as many as twenty-five gay lip- 
locks in The Boy From Oz. 


“We had a workshop recently in which the only two straight guys were myself 
and the actor who plays my boyfriend. The director thought we might be nervous 
so he had all the chorus guys kiss me,” Jackman recalls. “After that, locking lips with 
guys is no big deal.” 

Well, maybe not for Jackman. 

There is a scene in X2 in which Wolverine believes he is having sex with all the 
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major female characters in the film. “That was a great day at the office!” Jackman 
laughs. “Each of the actresses would come in, strip down and mount me.” 


Director Bryan Singer would show each actress how they had to get into 
position so it would be a seamless transfer from one to the other. 


“The last time Bryan got over top of me to demonstrate how he wanted the 
scene to look, | grabbed him and planted a very long, hard kiss on his lips,” he recalls. 


“Poor Bryan was shocked. He struggled to get away. The cameramen caught it on 
tape so the kiss will probably find its way to the DVD!” 


Jackman has been taking his role in The Boy From Oz seriously. When Minnelli was 
performing in New York he sent her a note asking if he could meet with her after 
catching a performance. 


“Liza was great. | hadn’t even sat down when she started regaling me with 
anecdotes. She insists that when she married Peter neither of them knew he was 
gay. It was something they discovered together,” he says. “She had only great things 
to say about Peter.” 


One of the stories that impressed Jackman the most took place minutes before 
one of Liza’s concerts: 


“Judy came backstage and told Liza she looked dreadful in the outfit she’d 
selected and insisted she change instantly. Peter told Garland she was never to talk 
to Liza like that again. Liza said standing up to Judy was one of the most gallant 
things anyone could have done for her at the stage in her life.” 


Jackman is not worried that he looks nothing like Allen but says he feels “sorry 
for the actresses who will be playing Judy and Liza. Not many people remember 
what Peter looked like but they’ll all know what those incredible women looked 
like. They're icons for musical theatre people.” 


One thing the young Aussie is certainly not worried about is singing and dancing 
up a storm on stage—he won accolades for his roles in the Australian national 
productions of Beauty and the Beast and Sunset Boulevard. Of his show-stopping 
performance in Oklahoma!, one reporter noted that “when Jackman strides bare- 
chested on stage, men, women and animals melt. He puts the sex back into sex 
symbol.” 


Movie audiences almost got a chance to glimpse more of that famous body: the 
original opening for X2 would have seen him running naked through a forest and 


diving into a 
lake.

time” with Ashley Judd Sea 
problems with 
nudity. What | 


have problems with is 
freezing temperatures,” 
Jackman says. “We were 
meant to film that scene 
in the Kananaskis. The day 
Bryan wanted to shoot it, 
it was minus 10 degrees 
with howling winds. | 
warned Bryan if | tried 
the shot there would be 
major shrinkage and | 


would likely die of pneumonia.” 


Jackman says none of his friends from Down Under have teased him about 
playing a wolf-man in the X-Men movies. “The only time my mates laughed was 
when | told them | would be playing Gaston in Beauty and the Beast,” he recalls. “No 
one had ever heard me sing—and certainly not in public—so they said there was no 
way they were going to pay good money for something like that. | actually had to 
pay for their seats opening night.” 


People will be paying close to $200 to see Jackman in The Boy From Oz. Oh, 
yes—as far as all that gay smooching and swishing around goes, it should be noted 
that he has been happily married to actress Deborra-Lee Furness for seven years. 
They have a three-year-old adopted son Oscar. 


“My life is truly blessed,” Jackman says of his current state of affairs. “I’m thrilled 
with every aspect of it.” W

To be or not to be: 
By Gerrard MacMullin Sha kes pea re’s sto ry 


Who would have guessed that a transsexual lesbian would become a PR asset for 
a Canadian police force? 


That unlikely turn of events is happening in Vancouver, thanks to Detective Roz 
Shakespeare, Canada’s only out, active duty transsexual cop. Shakespeare co- 
ordinates GLBT programs from a tiny office in the heart of the city’s gay village. 
Roz—who began her career as Roger—has strongly connected with the community 


and attracted plenty of good

The positive reviews couldn’t 
come at a better time for the 
Vancouver Police Department, 
who were facing questions about 
their seriousness in dealing with 
hate crime in the city’s West End. 
That’s part of an image problem 
which extends far beyond the gay 
community. There are persistent 
allegations of brutality—in the 
latest incident, half a dozen officers were charged in the alleged beating of three men 
in Stanley Park. And there’s lingering criticism that the VPD bungled the investiga- 
tion into the disappearance of sixty-three women here—Canada’s worst ever serial 
murder case. 


Despite her personal battles, Shakespeare isn’t about to criticize the department. 


“We can sit down as members of our organization and slag it, but the minute 
somebody outside starts to slag it, we rally round the flag,” she says. 


Sipping tea at the rear of a noisy café in 
the heart of Vancouver’s gay village, 
Shakespeare doesn’t look much like a cop. 
She’s wearing a smart red sweater over 
basic black, with a delicate heart-shaped 
pendant around her neck. But the 
matronly image quickly evaporates as she 
chats about how she tried to bury her 
softer side.

“Being a police officer, wearing the 
uniform, putting on the body armour, 
loading that semi-automatic revolver every 
day was a way of confirming that hyper- 
masculinity for me,” she recalls. 


Roger was a tough, reliable cop, the 
twice-married father of three, who loved 
cars and racing, and was smart enough to 
move up through the ranks, eventually 
becoming a detective. 


“Nobody ever, ever, knew that | was 
questioning my gender—not even my first 
wife. | just never told anybody about it; it 
was all locked in the basement,” she says. 


But nothing could lock out the relentless 
pressure of living an illusion.

pests ode “The psychiatrists call it incongruence. | 


describe it as being that little bit out of 
sync, as if you were trying to read with 
somebody else’s glasses,” Shakespeare 
continues. “I felt that way all my life...I 
always kept everybody at arm’s length—if 
they got too close they might find out this 
horrible secret.” 


The turning point came after the 
breakup of marriage number two, as the 
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struggle to recognize his true identity took on a new urgency. Roger was, at the 
time, out of town on assignment with a special surveillance unit. He was holed up in 
a hotel room with all the books he could find on transsexualism. 


“| think the most difficult part of this for me was accepting who | was. For years 
and years lI’d always acknowledged | was a cross-dresser or transvestite, [but] for me 
to acknowledge anything more than that was way too scary.” 


Staying trapped, however, was even scarier. And so Roz was conceived. 


What followed were the first appointments at Vancouver General Hospital 
Gender Clinic, the consultations and assessments, the hormones, the electrolysis, 
long and painful surgery, and re-socialization. 


“It took on a life of its own. And yeah, there were traumatic days...days when | 
really struggled with moving to the next level of this thing,’ she says. “I walked 
around with a prescription for hormones in my wallet for four days, because once | 
took that first hormone there [was] no going back.” 


Then there was the challenge of turning up at work dressed as a woman. Hardly 
a picnic—particularly when your workplace happens to be police headquarters. 


“Reactions were all over the map. Some people suggested | should leave the 
Police Department and go work for another department. Somebody said | should 
quit and go to another town and get this all over with,’ Shakespeare recalls. 


Along with the critics, there were the supporters, and finally the realization that 
the only opinion that really counted was her own. 


“None of these people 
asked me for my feelings 
on any of the choices 
they made about their 
lives—what colour car 
they should get, or who 
they should marry or | 
what church they should © 
belong to. It was none of . 
their business what | 
chose to do with my life. 
That’s what kept me 
going,” she says. 

When Aaron Webster 
was beaten to death near 
a gay cruising area at 
Stanley Park in 2001, 
Shakespeare was on sick leave, and could have 
remained there until retirement. But the murder 
motivated her to get off the couch and do something.

“| just wanted to get more involved in my community after that. Wherever Aaron 
is today | think he would be proud and pleased to know that so many great things 
have happened as the result of his untimely death. The community is stronger, more 
vocal [and] more together on preventing bashings.” 


Ironically, Shakespeare is being pushed into retirement again: as many as 250 
senior police officers may leave by the fall, thanks to changes that threaten to reduce 
their pensions by hundreds of dollars a month. 


Shakespeare hopes she'll be able to return after retirement to continue her work 
in the West End, practicing her simple philosophy: “! think we all want to be safe and 
we all want to be treated with dignity and respect.” 


The West End’s respect for the new and improved Shakespeare was evident when 
she was introduced a recent Prideline event to some of the evening's warmest 
applause. 


“It just amazed me, it surprised me. | guess for the first time in my life I’m feeling 
a little vulnerable,” she explains, as tears well in her eyes. “There are moments when 
| have a good cry,” she admits, “I just get overwhelmed with people’s generosity and 
kindness. W

Read Out on track

| don’t think over the course of his life Mathieu Chantelois will ever be widely known 
as a “bookish” sort of person. Charismatic, yes; exuberant, certainly. But bookish—that’s 
a resounding no. And | suspect this is precisely the reason he was chosen to host the new 
chat series Read Out, a recent addition to PrideVision TV’s spring roster. 


Reading has always been a wonderful escape for me, one of my most favoured pastimes 
(when | can find the time). Watching people discuss books and reading on television, 
however, has always been something that has driven me nuts. (No offense, Oprah, but | 
did a little “happy dance” when you first phased out that damned club of yours.) Don’t 
get me wrong: I’m not referring to the lively discussions that can occur in a book club or 
happen spontaneously when you discover someone else is reading—or has read—one of 
your favourite titles. Cross-media explorations of books, however, have always left me 
cold, perhaps because they lack the intimacy and immediacy that makes book clubs and 
book banter so enjoyable. Or so | thought. Read Out may be the one factor that changes 
my mind completely, or at least put a dent in my prejudice. 


Host Chantelois, best known as one of the original “cast” members of U8TV’s The 
Lofters and ringmaster of the resulting So Gay TV, brings a spark to the proceedings that | 
did not think was possible in a short-format literary discussion show. Then again, perhaps 
the saving grace of Read Out is the fact that it does not limit itself to literary discussions; 
rather, authors as noted for their personalities as for their works are engaged in conver- 
sation, some of it industry-based, some of it personal. In the debut episode, the featured 
guest was Tom Culligan, co-founder of the Second Cup coffee chain and author of Teacups 
and Sticky Buns,a book written to honour the memory of his mother. For those who have 
had any exposure to Culligan at all in the past, it is obvious that he could have easily 
overpowered a lesser host with the strength of his personality alone. In this instance, 
though, the discussion was light, fun and nicely balanced—in that two-thirds subject, one- 
third interviewer kind of way. 


Like Brad Fraser on the now-defunct Jawbreaker, Chantelois proves that he can keep 
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the ball in the air when it matters most: 
engaging a guest and driving the conversa- 
tion forward. Sure, many viewers were 
unambiguous in their assessment of the 
young French-Canadian’s hosting style in 
other projects: they either loved him or 
hated him. This time, however, Chantelois is 
different, “softer” even. Still present is the 
trademark exuberance and joie de vivre but 
it’s tempered somewhat, reined-in perhaps 
by the fact that the show is not an explo- 
ration of the outer reaches of gay male 
sexuality. | adore French people in general 
and French boys in particular (dig back a 
ways and you'll find more than a few of my 
rels hiking up their skirts and fleeing to 
England in the midst of the Revolution), so 
perhaps my perception is a bit clouded. Nonedicless! few 
could argue that Chantelois is not absolutely professional 
and utterly charming in his new PrideVision capacity.

It is too early to tell how enjoyable Read Out will be in the long run, as the success of 
such ventures rests squarely on the shoulders of talent bookers and guests. For the time 
being, though, the formula is right and the perspective is fresh—tlet’s hope for the sake of 
Canadian gay publishing and Canadian gay television it continues.

Art investing 101 


Art and fashion have been entwined for years 
so, in this “Home” issue of Outlooks we investigate 
how art gains value and therefore merits a place 
on the walls of a stylish home. Enquiring minds 
need to know. For years | have watched friends 
struggle with what to put on their walls. |, myself, § 
have wanted original art for years but have 
chosen to invest in good shoes instead. They 
haven't gone up in value at all. There are definite 
reasons why a piece has value—other than, of 
course, that you like it—which is always the most § 
important one. | decided to ask an expert how to 
start collecting. 


Rob Mabee is a graduate of The Alberta College | 3 
of Art and Design (ACAD) and has been working 
with artists and crafts people as a dealer for over 
twelve years. He started selling art at The Croft 
Gallery in Calgary, which carried many different 
media. He has since moved on to work as a gallery director at a 
number of other galleries and has been involved with The Alberta 
Pottery Association as a past vice-present. He has also been involved with shows for both 
ACAD and The University of Calgary Fine Arts programs. His diversity has given him a 
great understanding of various media and their value. As you might guess, he is very 
passionate about art... and he’s cute!

“If you are planning to start an art collection—and this can be done with very little 
money—you start thinking about what you like, first of all. Unlike any other investment 
market, art has immediate aesthetic value. You have to buy what you like. It’s like buying a 
house: you have to live with it so it’s important that you like it;’ Mabee says. “The collec- 
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tion should have a focus, something to tie it together. Think about the genre of work that 
you like, or the medium and use this to bring it together.” 


He goes on to explain how to begin collecting with a budget of only, say, $800 “I would 
suggest starting with buying a piece from an emerging artist. The value of this is better 
than buying a limited edition poster print, the only real value of which is the cost of the 
frame.” 


Most art galleries have payment plans available so for $50 to $100 a month you can 
own a nice piece within a year. For most of us that’s only one night out less a month. 


Documentation is important to provide you with the provenance or past history of the 
work and the artist’s track record. “It should tell you if the piece has come directly from 
the artist’s studio, a gallery, auction houses or dealers. The piece should also be signed,” 
Mabee stresses. “It doesn’t have to have 
the signature on the front, it can be 
signed on the back of the canvas”. 
“Everyone has heard one of those 
stories out there that someone bought 
a piece for relatively next to nothing at 
a flea market or auction and later found 
out [it] was actually of great value. By 
having the documentation you will have | 
a better idea of the piece’s true value. = 
Those stories are really very rare.” 


He also explains the importance of 
the condition of pieces like glass, 
pottery or sculpture. “The piece has to 
be in perfect shape, no chips or cracks 
or discolouration. Any mark will 
decrease the value.”

When it comes to selection, Mabee cannot stress Acrylic on Canvas 

enough the importance of timing. “You want to buy the 

best art that you can afford by an emerging artist that you like. You don’t want to buy an 
artist that is near the top because that’s like buying something in the stock market that’s 
already peaked. You want to find an artist that has an established value, a bit of a track 
record—a solo show or two—and might be in some 2000 gg pe eg 
private or corporate collections. ane who is sitar _ continued opposite mS 
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from previous towards the peak,” he advises. 


Mabee says that student shows can be a good place to 
start, although in such a setting you really need to buy the artwork because you like it. 
Until the artist is more established and has become known for their style or genre, you 
won't know if the piece has a higher value or not. “It’s good to by a typical piece by an 
artist, what they’re known for—like if you bought a Jackson Pollock still life, people would 
say ‘That's a nice still life’. It wouldn’t have the same value as a Jackson Pollock paint splat- 
tered canvas which people would recognize immediately”. 


Does art have trends like fashion? According to Mabee , it does follow trends. “Try to 
look at a piece and decide if it’s fashion, is it truly 
decorative or if it does have artist merit. You want

Mabee then explains what to 
look for when evaluating a 
contemporary piece of art. “It’s 
easy when it’s historical work 
because there is precedence, there 
is provenance—everyone knows 
how much aVan Gogh is worth. So 

_ you look at a contemporary piece 
to see if it has staying power.’ He 
uses the three “P’s” —past, 
present and personal—to assess 
contemporary art. 


Past has to do with past 
techniques and genre of art. Is it 
historical? Does it take into 
consideration 3,000 years of 
work? Is it derivative, does it go 
too far into the past and become 
boring? What has the artist tried 

_ to do technically? 


Present is about the present. Is 
the artist taking something from 
-the past but still reflecting 
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something about the present 
society? “This is where you have to 
watch out to see if the piece is too 
much about the present, if it’s | 
fleeting. All the best artists were 
reflecting their times but does [the 
piece in question] have artistic 
merit?” he says. 


For the personal you need to ask |. 
if the artist’s personal stamp or style 
has been placed on their work. “Not 
that it’s just about that, though, or it 
can become a diary of the individual 
or an ego piece,’ Mabee says. “Does 
it reflect the artist’s vision?” If the balance of these 
three elements is struck then Mabee feels you’ve 
found a good piece.

The hierarchy of works can affect value as well. “Whether it’s right or wrong there is 
a hierarchy of work, so that an original work on paper that takes as much time as a canvas 
still has less value than a canvas. You can usually buy a work on paper for hundreds of 
dollars from a well known artist whose canvases would sell in the thousands” claims 
Mabee. This, he says, is also a good way to start your collection. 


The most important thing to remember is that you must like the piece of work that 
you're considering buying. Go to different galleries and don’t be afraid to ask questions. 
Dealers are always happy to show you pieces that are in the back or to help you find 
something in your price range. Just remember to be courteous and respectful as you are 
when shopping. There is a lot of talent out there so take the time to explore it. You don’t 
have to resort to gluing leaves or spoons on a canvas like they do on Trading 
Spaces—there are other options. W

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Inside Out rolling forward

Thirteen is a lucky number for the 2003 installment 
of Inside Out—it’s the number of years Toronto’s 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival has been attracting (and | 
increasing) audiences interested in the “brightest and § 
best” from around the globe. Outlooks had a chance 
to speak with Scott Ferguson, the busy executive 
director of the upcoming festival, which runs May 15- 
25: 


Outlooks: What are some of the highlights of this 
year’s festival? 


Ferguson: Our opening night is Leaving Metropolis, 
directed by Brad Fraser. It’s an adaptation of his play 
Poor Superman at the Paramount Theatre. And there 
will be a great launch party afterwards at The 
Courthouse. 


Outlooks: What are some of the films you're 
really excited about? Scott Ferguson, Executive 
Director of Toronto’s Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival, Inside 


Out 


Ferguson: Well, one of our main focuses 
this year is a focus on France, so we have a lot 
of French cinema...just because France is really 
turning out to be a breeding ground for new 
and established queer filmmakers. There is a lot of work coming out of there in all 
areas—there are a lot of movies produced for television, a lot of feature films. You’ve got 
people like Frangois Ozon, who did 8 Women last year, who has a quite a rich body of 
work. Our Centrepiece Gala is a film called My Life on Ice by Olivier Ducastel and Jacques 
Martineau. It’s a point of view film of this sixteen-year-old boy in a small French town 
who gets a video camera for his birthday and just starts filming all aspects of his life...just 
capturing every detail of life and it’s just all about him coming to terms with his sexuality. 


Outlooks: What are some of the other big films playing during the festival? 


Ferguson: There's our closing night, which is a Spanish film called My Mother Likes 
Women, it played at the Berlin International Film Festival this year. It’s all about a 
family—three daughters and their mother—and the mother makes the big announce- 
ment that she has a new person in her life and that person turns out to be a woman. It’s 
about how the daughters react to their mother’s new love affair and it’s a great coming- 
of-age from a different point of view—a middle aged woman who explores her sexuality 
later in life. 


Outlooks: 


Ferguson: | just think a lot of quality work is coming out of Europe and Asia these 
days. You just see, in some place like Asia, where they haven’t had the opportunity to make 
a lot of queer-themed work—and in some countries it’s still illegal to do it—the door is 
opening in certain countries for filmmakers to expresses their sexuality and their individ- 
uality in their art. The Asian market has just exploded in the past couple of years with 
queer-themed work. And in Europe there is just such a strong industry there and the 
quality of work is just so high that a lot of the big, glossy 35mm films we have this year 
are European, they’re not American. 


It seems there's a huge international focus this year. What is driving that?

Outlooks: | Was there an active 
recruitment process to get this work? 
Was it a conscious decision to find 
these pieces or did the submissions just 
come to you? 


Ferguson: A lot of it is us, we have 
a strong desire to have as wide reaching 
a focus as possible—we don’t just want [# 
to focus on American films. We travel 
around looking for international work. 
Our director of programming went to 
France last year and that’s when we 
decided to focus on France. We both 
went to Berlin...we found half a dozen 
films on screen there. Also, being in Toronto when 
the International Film Festival is here in September 
provides a big opportunity to find work that our audiences aren’t seeing at that festival.

Outlooks: How many directors and people involved with these international films will 
be in attendance? 


Ferguson: Well, we get a strong turnout from Canadian filmmakers. We've got about 
120 Canadian works this year and | think about eighty Canadian directors. 
Internationally, every year we've seen an increase in the number of the directors 
attending. We'll probably be bringing in about twenty directors and helping to pay for 
them to come here to Toronto. 


Outlooks: Where are the Canadian works coming from? 


Ferguson: Just over half of them come from Toronto, about seventy features, as well 
Quebec is turning out quite a few pieces. 


Outlooks: 


Ferguson: Toronto has such a rich history, especially in video—during the ‘80s we 
were on the cutting edge of that—and we've got some really strong film schools in this 
city. We are a Toronto festival so we try to focus on our local artists as much as possible. 


Is Toronto a hub for queer films? 


Outlooks: What do you find audiences are drawn more to, is it the short films or the 
longer feature or documentary pieces? 


Ferguson: Traditionally it’s been features. But in the last _ continued opposite 
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couple of years our shorts programs have really increased in 
attendance. | think people are hesitant to go and see short 
work but | think the quality over the last couple of years has increased and the increased 
attendance reflects that. Personally, I'd rather see a program of eight to ten shorts. There 
might be a couple in that batch that | don’t like, but there are bound to be a few more 
that | do, instead of going to see a ninety-minute film that | end up hating. At least there’s 
at least a little more balance in there and you're seeing work that you'll probably never 
see again. We're lucky that more and more work is being seen on TV and at other festi- 
vals, but still there just isn’t the opportunity. At least with feature films there’s a chance 
it might end up on video or on Showcase or on some other TV station. But with shorts 
the chances are that if you don’t see it at a festival you won’t get a chance to see it again 
and there’s just such good work out there.

Outlooks: What are you anticipating this year in terms of attendance? 


Ferguson: Probably a small increase. And this could be the last year we're in the 
theatres we're in. We're kind of reaching a plateau in terms of attendance where we 
screen. We're at about 22,000 and this year we'll probably hit around 25,000. We're 
getting close to maxing out our theatre space. We're now selling out every single seven 


and nine o’clock show we do. There just isn’t a lot of room to expand our audience. I'd 
like to find theatres next year that have a larger seating capacity. 


Outlooks: What do you enjoy most about being involved with the festival? 


Ferguson: Just the opportunity to see so much work. And work that | probably 
wouldn’t see otherwise, because as the executive director I’m supposed to watch every 
single film and when all the submissions are coming in you take home twenty films for the 
weekend and you just watch each one and you're stuck there. When you see something 
you're not expecting it just blows you away—it’s just such a wonderful feeling that this 
work is being produced. Half the time it’s on shoestring budgets with little funding or 
support from anywhere else. And the quality of work, you don’t need a ten million dollar 
budget or be living in Hollywood to produce good work...it’s just nice being part of 
something that means a lot to the community. vV

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Foundations of style

Renovating and decorating a basement can offer a 
great alternative to moving when your household 
needs grow. Think: home office, media lounge, sewing 
studio, guest room or home gym—these are all rooms 
that are usually not planned for when buying a home. 
So why not go ‘down-under’ and think of how you can 
use your basement? Here are a few things to keep in 
mind when renovating and decorating: 


1) Dig low. If renovating your basement, 
remember that your new lower level will feel substan- 
tial if the ceiling heights are higher. An eight-foot 
ceiling is unusually high in basements but can make a 
world of difference to the sense of space and airiness. 


2) Warm it up. Mentally, going down stairs 
means going into a cooler and damper environment, so using warm-toned colours for 
the walls, and the natural tones of wood and sisal for the floors will help to make the 
lower level feel cozier. 


3) Floor them! Be sure to choose flooring for your basement, which is suitable 
to the use of the space. For instance, a media room might have comfy, cushioned 
broadloom while a home gym or sewing studio might have rubber, tile or laminate 
flooring. 


4) Lighten up! If your new lower level is going to be used for activities like work 
or play, try to allow as much natural light into the room as possible. Lowering window 
casements or adding a walkout glass door are great solutions. If privacy is an issue, 
use a frosted finish or glass blocks on the windows; they allow the daylight to come 
in while offering the privacy of a diffused view. 


5) Keep it low. You can make a lower ceiling height appear taller by hanging 
artwork and keeping your furnishings lower than normal. Hang your artwork four to 
six inches lower than usual (make sure the middle of your artwork is about sixty-two 
to sixty-six inches off the floor) and keep chair and sofa back styles low. Add one or 
two vertical objects in the room (like tall bookcases, plants or long drapes) to stretch 
the eye upward to imply a tall room. 


6) Reflect on it. Use mirrors only to reflect the natural light that comes into the 
basement. By placing a mirror on a ninety-degree wall to a window, you will actually 
bounce more light into the room and visually add another window to the space. 


7) Don’t forget storage. When planning your basement renovation, be sure to 
add a wall of closets or a storage room to your new space. This will help to de-clutter 
some of the cramped closets upstairs in the house and it’s a great sound buffer 
between rooms in the basement. 


8) Light options. When setting a mood in the basement, install pot lights in the 
ceiling. In a casual sitting environment, keep the lights out of your eyes; place the 
fixtures around the perimeter of the room, filling only the corners and doorways with 
light to create a relaxing environment. Dimmer switches can also help to create a 
relaxed mood. For a working environment, distribute the lights evenly over the ceiling 
to help illuminate the overall room and keep it bright during day or night. 


9) Make your basement rooms important! You've spent a lot of money ona 
fabulous new space, so try to decorate it to be as “important” as the upstairs of your 
house. Refrain from decorating with second hand furnishings and cast-aways unless 
they truly function in the new space. 


10) Hire a contractor. Find someone who is experienced with renovating 
basements—there are many hidden factors that an experienced contractor learns 
from renovating basements over time. Digging and sealing, electrical and plumbing 
requirements, flooring options and humidity factors are all things that a professional's 
experience can help make work to turn your new lower level an important extension 
of yourhome. W

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Earthly delights

A recent survey ranked gardening as 
the number-one pastime in North § 
America. Many of the respondents said 
they preferred gardening to sex! 
Although | was not one of those # 
surveyed, | certainly do get a great deal of 
joy puttering in the yard. And even 
though gardening in Calgary (or other » 
parts of the country) can be a challenge, 
creating a beautiful outdoor living space is 
truly one of life’s greatest pleasures. Whether you are an apartment/condo dweller or a 
homeowner, there are gardening “givens”, which, if adhered to, will help you too create 
your own Giverny. 


Plant material requires three things: the proper soil or growing mixture; moisture; and 
light. Calgary soil tends to be on the alkaline side and, in some parts of the city, clay can 
be a real problem. The addition of compost at least once a year (many gardeners refer to 
compost as black gold) will greatly enhance the soil’s properties. You can easily test your 
soil’s acidity or alkalinity by purchasing a home tester kit. Usually, though, adding compost 
will create the perfect soil for plant material. Compost can be purchased at any garden 
centre, or you can simply make your own. Kitchen scraps (excluding any meat products), 
grass clippings, leaves, eggshells and even coffee grounds will make an excellent compost. 
Simply mix these elements with a bit of soil, add heat, a bit of moisture and turn the 
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mixture regularly. You can speed up the process by purchasing a composter from any 
home improvement store. 


If clay is a problem, consider adding mushroom substrate, which you can get free 
around the first week of May from Money’s Mushrooms, located just north of the city. 
Although there are no nutrients in mushroom substrate, the mixture will loosen clay- 
based soils, thereby making it easier to work-in compost. Condo dwellers and others 
limited to container gardening, can purchase the perfect potting soil at any garden centre 
or home improvement store. I’ve found Bell’s potting soil to be among the best. You'll 
know your soil is ‘right’ by ‘balling’ a handful of soil and poking at it. The soil should easily 
break apart. Good soil also smells sweet. While we're on the subject of soil, never work 
it when it’s wet; otherwise, when it finally dries out, it’ll be as hard as concrete. 


Excessive moisture is not usually a problem here. In fact, the last few years, our water 
table has dropped dramatically. You should water your lawn at least an inch per week 
during dry spells. Ditto for trees and shrubs. Watering is best done early in the morning 
on a day when there is little or no wind. Not sure what constitutes an inch... of water? 
Place an empty salmon tin under the sprinkler; when the tin is full, you’ve got your inch. 


Believe it or not, watering is ideal on a rainy day. You'll get twice the bang, as evapora- 
tion is not a factor. 


If we have another excessively dry summer, consider choosing plant material that 
requires little moisture. One of the new trends in gardening is xeriscaping which, simply 
put, is the utilization of plant material that will thrive in a natural and dry setting. 
Ornamental grasses, potentilla, dianthus and Icelandic poppies work well in this type of 
gardening. 


Container gardeners should be careful to not over-water. Make sure all your pots have 
drainage holes or, if you have a sealed container, place several inches of pea-gravel in the 
bottom of the pot before adding soil and plants. On hot windy days, you may even have 
to water daily, especially hanging containers. If your water source is the kitchen tap, let 
the water sit in your watering can for several hours before watering plants. This will 
‘settle’ the chlorine that is prevalent in much of our water. 


Light is the final component necessary 
for plant material. If your yard or terrace 
is shady, don’t despair: many plants do 
quite well in these conditions. Try hosta, 
Kennelworth ivy and begonia. 


YEAH BABY! YEAH, Basy! 


Roses, portulaca, geraniums and 
marigolds on the other hand, need full sun. 
Oddly enough, the wind here poses more 
of a challenge than the lack (or over- 
abundance) of light. If your garden or 
terrace is constantly whipped by the wind, 
consider erecting a trellis or plant trees 
and shrubs that will serve as a windbreak. 


With a little time and effort, you too 
can create your own paradise. Gardening 
is good for your soul. It has even been said 
that gardeners make better lovers. W
